PRAYERS OF PROSECUTION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—When the 
postoffice conspiracy trial was resum- 
ed today, the prosecution offered two 
additional prayers, one referring to 
the statements made by some of the 
defendants to postoffice inspectors and 
the other defining a reasonable doubt. 

Justice Pritchard disposed of them 
by announcing that he would-instruct 
the jury that these statements should 
not have any effect on the defendants, 
except on making them, and they 


should not conjecture § imaginary 
doubts do avoid performance 
an unpleasant duty.

dict must be “not guilty” for al

WAR NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


COMPREHENSIVE SUMMARY.

Heavy reinforcements for Russia are 
reported as moving toward Harbin and 
through.

Belated reports of the naval! action 
at Chemulpo continue to flow in, hav- 
ing evidently been held up by the cen- 
sor and released en bloc. These re- 
ports bear further testimony to the 
coolness and inflexibility of the Japa- 
nese admiral, the courage of the Rus- 
sian commander and his men in mov- 
ing out to a hopeless fiaht, and the 
evident sympathy of the naval com- 
manders of the cther powers gathered 
in Chemulpo for the officers and men 
who so gallantly went forth to certain 
defeat and horrible death. As grave 
international questions have arisen 
from the acts of the naval commanders, 
it le gratifying to note that the cap- 
tain of the United States cruleer 
Vicksburg meade every effort to keep 
himeelf and his nation free from en- 
tanglement. 

From Port Arthur, via Chefoo, comes 
the unexpected announcement that the 
Russian fleet “is moving the direc- 
tion of Korea or the South of Japan.”

If true, Japan's movement of troops to 
Chemulpo is threatened, and the Mi- 
kado’s fleet must fight a decisive bat- 
tle for control of the sea.

SEASON FORMALLY WOUND UP 


ON HILLS AND MARSHES. 
— -o—— 
‘Gale of Wind Yesterday Afternoon 
Brings in Thousands of Big Ducks, 
Affording Rare Sight, But Few of 
Them Are Brought te Bag. 8 


Though yesterday marked the clos- 
ing of the legal duck and quail sea- 
son, it virtually ended Sunday night 
with the return of the gunners from 
their last day on hills or marsh. Com- 
paratively few were able to get in a 
parting whack at the birds yesterday. 
and most of these failed to make their 
final effort profitable. quail hunt- 
ers had rather the best of it, such as 
the sport was; the morning was one 
of the poorest of the year for ducks. 
High fogs throughout the Ballona 
section prevented the birds becoming 
thirsty and most of them stayed at 
sea until well in the afternocn, the 
straggling bunches which broke away 
from the main raft outside being 
rather unwilling to come down, and 
ready to jump skyward every time a 


gun was fired over the marsh. 


In the afternoon when most shoot- 
ers were ready to quit, the powers 
that govern wind and weather sprung 
a real treat by uncorking a double- 


reef gale of wind. At noon 


acres 
sprigs were sitting on the mirror-like 
rurface of the ocean outside Del Rey, 
but about 2 o'clock the breeze came 
up and it rapidly freshened unti! at 
2:30 the ocean had become too rough 
for the ducks. When they eame in 


they all came at once.

PARK WAS DEDICATED. 
Years ago two ordinances of dedica- 
tion were passed by the Common Coun- 
cll of the city. The firet was passed 
December 11, 1866, was signed by John 
King, president of the Couneil; by C.

This was the 
first dedication of the park and it 
reads as follows: 

Lots Nos. 1—10, Inclusive, 
in block 15, Ord’s survey of said city, 
are hereby set apart for the use of said 
city and the residents thereof as a 
ublic square, and the same ie hereby 
eclared to be a public square, or plaza, 
for the use and benefit of the citizens 
in common of said city. remaining un- 
der the contro! of the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of said city.” 
The next ordinance regarding the 
park was passed November 17, 1870, and 


reads: 
“Section 1. reas, the  biock 
bounded as follows: On the east by 


Hill street, south by Sixth street, west 
by Olive street and north by Fifth 
street, has been reserved for same pub- 
lic purposes; and, whereas, an associa- 
tion of gentiemen have subscribed 
funds for the purpose of fencing in and 
ornamenting the aforesaid block. of 
which the Following gentlemen are the 
Executive Committee: J. M. Griffith, O. 
W. Childs, Andrew Glassell, J. 8. Grif- 
fin, J. G. Downey and P., Beaudry, be 
it ordained, and by these present we do 
ordain, that the above-named associa- 
tion be allowed to fence in and orna- 
ment with fruit or forest trees the said 
block, and be it also, ordained that said 
block be declared a public place for- 
ever for the enjoyment of the com- 
munity in general.“ 

Because the words square“ 
place“ are used instéad of park it 
is held that the library building can 
be erected in the park despite the or- 
dinances of dedication. It is also said 
that the block has always belonged to 
the city—a remnant of the pueblo lands 
—and that there is some doubt of the 
right of the early Co@ncils to pass the 
decrees as cited. 

City Attorney Mathews believes the 
library bullding can be put in Central 
Park and so does Assistant City Attor- 
“fiey Hewitt, who made a search of th 

title at one time. 

DEBATE IN COMMITTEE.

It is not fair to the 
bankers after we assured them that 
the city would rot go ahead and vote 
more bonds, to turn around and submit 
all these issves. There is small pros- 
pect of our selling a 34% per cent. bond 
in the Fast. yet a 3% per cent. bond 
ic all we can vote. By authorizing more 
issues we prepare to glut the market 
with these securities before the bank- 
ere that aided us in time of dirtress— 
for, gentlemen, we were in a serious 
predicament regarding the outfall 
sewer, there was no doubt of that—can 
sell their bonds. It don't seem to me 
that playing fair. 
“A library is a magnificent thing, It 
is something we need, and need very 
much. However. it does not seem to 
me that this i« the time to vote bonds 
for the purpose. Let us wait until the 
market is in better condition, until the 
bankers have disposed of their sewer 
bonds, and then the time will be right 
for such an issue. We still have 1400, 
000 In storm-drain bonds unsold. The 
banks to protect themselves stipulated 
that those bonds must either be can- 
celed or placed at their option for 
ninety days. That option is still in 
force.”

The 
schedule proposed is $100 a month for 
companies doing a gross business of 
over $50,000; $50 a month for a gross 
business of over $25,000 and less than 
$60,000; $25 a month for a gross business 
of over $12,500 and less than $25,000, and 
$10 a month for companies with a gross 
business of less than $12,500.

NSANITY TO BE 
THE DEFENSE. 
TRIAL OF COL. G. J. GRIFFITH 
NOW IN PROGRESS. 


— - 


‘Rigid Examination of Jurors to 
Serve on the Paneil—Large Pro- 
portion of the Venire Had 
Formed an Opinion of the Case. 


The trial of Griffith J. Griffith, the 
local capitalist, began yesteraday morn- 
ing in Judge Smith's court. It Legan, 
too, without_any attempt whatever on 
the part of the defense to obtain a 
contmus nce. When the case was 
called both sides answered “ready” in 
the same breath. 
The long table fronting the bench 
was lined with attorneys. District At- 
torney Fredericks, ex-Gov. Gage, W.. 
1. Foley. and Isidor Dockkweiler ap- 
peared for the prosecution, while Earl 
Rogers, Luther Brown and Maj. John 
T. Jones lined up for the defense. 
When the examination of the venire- 
men began it speedily developed that 
a large number of them had not only 
read the account of the alleged assault 
in the Arcadia Hotel last September, 
but they had read the account. that 
had followed and had arrived 2 «4 
conclusion regarding the innocence or 
guilt of the defendant. Of course such 
veniremen were excused for cause. 
There were twenty-five of them 1. all. 
The prosecution peremptorily chal- 
lenged only three jurors, whil the de- 
tense exercised their right even times. 
They could afford to do so, as the de- 
fense is granted more challenges than 
the State. After a juror gave his 
name. business and place of residence, 
a «reat number of questions were put 
to him regarding all kinds of things, 
and then the crucial question came, 
whether he had formed any opinion re- 
garding the case. The answers were 
so often in the affirmative that Judge 
Smith suggested to counsel that 2 
last and most important questions 
first put to the jurors, and in that-wey 
time would be saved. 

Two points of interrogation were es- 
pecially marked in the examination 
conducted by Earl Rogers. He asked 
each juror regarding religious belief-— 
not particularily his religious belief, 
but as to whether he had any predi- 
lection in favor of or against, and, 
alao. how they would regard a showing 
made of the inganity of the defendant. 
At 4:30 o'clock the venire was ex- 
hausted with the following nine jurors 
in the box sworn to try the cause:

JEFF GETS LEFT. 
ATTORNEY MUST RE PAID. 

Thomas Jofferson White has not 
been permitted by Judge York to kick 
down tho lacder by which he attained 
eminence as the adopted son of Mrs. 
Mary A. Hotchkiss. 

He brought suit against Assembly- 
man Henry E. Carter to have set aside 
and declared void a certain contract 
made by him, in which he purports to

grant and assign to Carter, as 
hie attorney, an interest “in all 
property that may hereafter be 


received by him from Mary A. Hotch- 
kiss, either directly or indirectly, by 
will or otherwise.” After he found him- 
self on Easy street he repented. 
When the case was tried it was shown 
that Mrs. Hotchkiss is worth $700,000, 
and that Jeff White would inherit ene- 
half were she to die intestate. In such 
evemt the contract held by Carter 
would be of some value, and Jeff White 
set up the claim of fraud. Judge York, 
however, holds that no fraud was 
shown, and hits the plaintiff a hard rap 
for attmpting to avoid paying his at- 
torney. “The consideration for the con- 
tract was the services by Carter, and 
the present market value of it,” says 
the court, “in view of the right of Mrs. 
Hotchkiss to dispose of her property by 
will, would hardly compensate for the 
service which he performed for the 
plaintiff. 
“The least that the plaintiff could 
do, continues the rt, “to make him 
apperr just before tourt would be 
to offer to pay defendant a reasonable 
compensation for the services defen- 
dant rendered to him. The defendant 
performed the services he contracted to 
perform, and plaintiff succeeded in his 
contention in the case *where the de- 
fendant se him, because of thos> 
servicer.” 
Mrs. Hotchkiss was in court trying 
to get the adoption of Jeff as her son 
rescinded, and it was when Jeff saw 
the ground slipping from underneath 
hie feet that he entered into the con- 
tract with Carter. As a result he con- 
tinued as the adopted son, all right. 
If the contract should be annulled 
the court points out that Carter would 
have no remedy to obtain compensation 
for his services. If it is vold Jeff has 
ample remedy at law. and if it is not 
void Judge York holds that it should 
not be annulled until Jeff has shown 
a disposition to deal fairly with Car- 
ter, by offering to compensate him for 
his peed For these reasons the 
court ven judgment for the de- 
fendant. 


WANTS HER MONEY. 
INSURANCE PEOPLE SAY NO. 
Mrs. Ona Mae D. Robbins is in court 
to get jadgment the 
Moderns for $2000. being the amount of 
insurance carried by her Ute husband, 
and Judge Allen and a jury are occu- 
pled in Anding out just under what 
conditions the policy was lasued.
